RANCHING WORKS! 


Bari Sheppard thinks she has the 
answer for all those farmers and 
rural people out there who would 
like a second income to get them 
over the rough spots, or just make a 
little extra. 

The answer? Raising chinchillas. 
Now before you start laughing or 
wrinkling your nose at the idea, wait 
a minute. Bari Sheppard is living 
proof it’s no laughing matter. She's 
the city-bred woman who went from 
knowing nothing about farm life or 
animals to building a suctessful 
business in just three years by rais- 
ing chinchillas for breeding stock 
and fur pelts. » : 
“There's a far better dollar to be 
made ranching chinchilla than in 
any other form of farming,” she said 
in an interview at her ranch. 

Bari started Roseneath Chinchilla 
10 years ago while still commuting 
daily to her job in Toronto. She 
had grown up in Toronto and lived 
there most of her life until she mar- 
ried Allan Sheppard, a Roseneath 


dairy farmer. 

According to Allan, “| encouraged 
Bari to start raising chinchilla. | Knew 
she couldn't commute forever, but 
we had grown somewhat deper- 
dant on her salary. The way agricul- 
ture was and still is, you can’t put all 
your eggs in one basket. One of the 
two spouses has to work out, or you 


need two incomes from the farm. 
Bari looked into pigs, chickens and 
just about everything else, “but | 
couldn't find anything that would 
give us the money | was making in 
the city,” she explained. Until she 
found chinchilla, that is. 

She had saved money for a family 
swimming pool, and with that 
money they fixed up an old chicken 
coop in the top of the barn and 
bought initial breeding stock. 

“It was frustrating at first. Being a 
city gal | was pretty dumb about a 
lot of things. Allan kept expanding 
the dairy farm and was so busy. The

Ranching chinchilla means no hired 


help to break your equipment, no 
weather worries, no crop failures, 
and there isn'ta higé Tivestment in 
land. The overhead is extremely low. 
it costs about a dollar a month to 


- that’s in US. dollars. “An awfully 


good return,” says Bari. 
Chinchillas are smail, grey in colour, 
docile by nature, and have “the 
softest fur in the world.” The child- 
ren can handle ther, they have no 
odour and a small herd takes up 
very little space. 

A rancher can make a living from a 


herd of 200 breeders. An area of 
14x 14° houses up to 100. Two 
tablespoons of feed per day, 1 1/2 
oz. of water and fresh air circulation 
are the basis of a good operation. 

Bari has been helping to start new 
ranchers into the chinchilla 
business for several years now. “ 
The chinchilla industry can support 
hundreds of more people in Ontario 
alone. We need more ranchers to 
provide more product,” she says. 

Obviously Allan agrees with his wife. 
Two years ago Allan took a hard line 
look at dairy vs. chinchilla and then 
switched to chinchilla. Allan says, ” 


We are proud of our 1500 chinchil-. 
las and we are more than happy to 
show anyone our operation.”

The Canadian Renewable 
Fuels Association is promoting 
fuel ethanoLas one Way to help 
overcome problem and to 
assist the Canadian farming 
community. With our ever- 
increasing efficiency in farm- 
ing, overproduction is putting 
some farmers out of business. 
It can readily be seen that if 
proven two very desirable ends 
would be achieved. 

Fuel ethanol is anyhydrous 
(water-free). It is u as a 
rapa ingredient for gaso- 
line. esultant benefits: 
octane enhancement, a cleaner 
environment and a Canadian 
renewable supply. Ethanol is 
made primarily from corn but 
other grains may be used as 
well as wood ethanol. 

Brazil uses a common blend 
of 20 per cent ethanol; the U.S. 
common is 10 per cent in 
"cetera 10 per cent of 
all gasoline sold. So far in 
Canada some companies in 
Alberta, British Columbia and 
Northern Ontario are selling 
five per cent ethanol blends. 

The 10 per cent blends are 
claimed to be safe in engines 
with no special modifications 
necessary. The Environmental 
Choice Board stated: ‘‘the 
increase in the use of ethanol- 
blended gasoline has triple 
advantage in reducing the use 
of depletable resources such as 
fossil fuels; minimizes toxic 
emissions into the atmosphere 
and helps reduce carbon diox- 
ide emissions which are a key 
concern of global warming. 

Specifics from the paper: 10 
per cent ethanol blended gas 
provides up to 80 per cent 
reduction in carbon monoxide 
emissions; six to 10 per cent 
‘ reduction in carbon dioxide 
entering the atmosphere since 
more carbon dioxide is 
rotate crop growth than 
is released by making and 
using ethanol. 


Are we exterminating ourselves? 


Net reduction in ozone form- 
ing emissions reduces ground 
level ozone which causes 
respiratory roblems_ in 
humans and damages plant 
life. It is renewable and-has a 
net energy balance claimed to 

roduce two to four times more 
energy than is required to 
produce it. 


Octane is used to eliminate 
“pinging or knocking’’ in 
engines.

Methylcyclopentadieny! 
manganese tricarbonyl (boy, 
try to say that one chewing 
non-stick gum) is used in most 
Canadian gas to raise the 
octane rating thus reducing 
“knock.’’ This product is an 
import from the U.S. where it 
is banned in unleaded gas. It is 
said that ethanol blends repre- 
sent an excellent method of 
replacing MMT in an environ- 
mentally safe manner.

about 60 miles north of 
Winnipeg. 

The four years there was like 
living on the border between 
two cultures, she says. 

During this time, Rev. 
Vollmer saw extremes of 
poverty and racism,. Both her 
poetry and visual art arose out 
of her experience on the 
reserve. 

In 1981, Rev. Vollmer 
accepted a call to the Grand 
Valley Monticello pastoral 
charge north of Toronto and 
from 1985-89 served at St. 
_Paul’s United Church in New 
Liskeard in northern Ontario. 

She has been in Warsaw 
since 1981. 

‘Rev. Vollmer’s poetry is 
very moving and filled with 
compassion and understanding 
for the pain of others. Her 
paintings are striking, bold 
representational works of 
tremendous strength and 
individuality. 

“IT wanted to take the pain 
and suffering that I saw and 
turn it into something positive 
and good, Rev. Vollmer 
explains.

Bark mulch comes in several 
forms: 

* Pine bark is processed in 
chunks of various sizes. It is 
Sok lasting than most other 
bark mulches and offers a 
pleasant brown color. 

* Cypress bark is fibrous in 
nature. It is slow to decompose 
and ranges: in color from a 
light bréwn to orange-red. 

* Hardwood bark is also 
fibrous in nature, but decom- 
poses more rapidly shan 
cypress or pine bark. 


Which type of bark to choose 
is largely a matter of personal 
preference. Because pine and 
cypress are more resistant to 
decay. they are a better buy 
than hardwoods when equally 
priced. 


The size of nuggets to choose 
is based on personal prefer- 
ence as well. Keep in mind, 
however, that the very large 
chunk pine is better suited for 
walkways rather than as a 
plant mulch.

A new navigational season is 
under way along the Great 
Lakes as winter's ice is gradu- 
ally leaving the shi ping anes. 
Traffic sbi the Welland 
Canal resumed March 26th for 
the 163rd year that ships have 
used that route to by-pass 
Niagara Falls while travellin 
between Lakes Erie an 
Ontario. 

It has been 30 years since the 
ship named Hastings last sail- 
ed our inland seas. She had put 
in 35 years of operation before 
being retired and eventually 
scrapped. 

The Hastings was part of the 
Canada Steamship Lines fleet. 
This firm was organized in 1913 
through the merger of a 
number of firms and, since its 
inception, CSL has been the 
largest Canadian fleet on the 
Great Lakes. 

Choosing names for the over 
300 freighters that have sailed 
in their colors has followed 
different patterns. Some 
names honor corporate execu- 
tives while others were named 
for officials of companies for 
whom CSL carried cargoes. 
They also have used a series of 
“Bay’’ names, ‘‘Maple’’ 
names and ‘‘Fort’’ names. 

Many more were called after 
communities scattered across 
Canada while others recog- 
nized counties in Ontario. 
Although the choice of the 
name Hastings could be for 
either the town or the county, it 
is my belief that the latter is 
probably accurate. 


Built Overseas 


The Hastings was built over- 
seas. She was constructed by 
the Northern Ireland Ship- 
building Company and 
launched at Londonderry, 
Northern Ireland, in 1923. She 
sailed for Canada and worked 
on the Great Lakes that 
summer. 

Her name in these early 
years was Glencalvie and, as 
such, was part of the Glen 
Line..Measuring 261 feet long 
and 42.5 feet at the beam (79.6 
-by 13 metres), this ship was 
tailored to the locks of the 

re-Seaway St. Lawrence and 

ird Welland Canal. As a 
result she earned her keep 
hauling bulk cargoes such as 
grain and coal on eastbound 
runs and often returning to the 
lakes with sweet-smelling ship- 
ments of pulpwood. 

After two and a half seasons 
of work, Glen Line sold Glen- 
calvie to the George Hall Coal 
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spent most of the year in their 
service but in October the 
vessel, and a number of 
running mates, was resold to 
Canada Steamship Lines. 
After finishing the year for 
them, the ship was renamed 
Hastings in time for the 1927 
sailing season. 

Hastings joined Lennox, 
Norfolk, Lanark and Simcoe in 
moving to the CSL. Each had 
adhere served both the 
6len and Hall fleets. 

Hastings’ duties changed 
little as bulk grain, coal and 

ulpwood dominated her log. 

here were times during the 
Depression that Hastings went 
to the wall due to the lack of 
available cargoes but she was 
usually reactivated in the fall 
for the annual grain rush. 


Faces Wartime Dangers 


But in 1940 her duties 
changed dramatically. By then 
Canada was at war and the 
Nazi U-boats and Luftwaffe 
were inflicting heavy damage 
on the Allied fleet. 

The British Ministry of War 
Transport requisitioned a 
number of Canadian Great 
Lakes vessels to assist in the 
war effort even though these 
ships had not been designed for 
deep sea runs. 
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As a result Hastings headed 
back across the Atlantic in 1940 
critical coal supplies 
along the British coast. This 
fr larger pigs longer 
runs. Hastings continued on 
this front to the end of the war. 
Although several small Cana- 
dian lakers were lost in these 
waters, Hastings emerged 
unscathed from the war. 

In 1946, with peace achieved, 
the vessel was released from 
her overseas commitment to 
return to Canada. One of her

- Plan ahead for 
spring garden chores 


A walk around your property 
toward winter’s end will reveal 
a number of chores necessary 
to ready your landscape for the 
upcoming growing season. 
Branches snapped by cold- 
weather storms, flower beds 
that need preparation, drive- 
ways or walls cracked by frost 
and water seepage - all of these 
are common problems that 
require work come spring. 

ut even while the weather's 
still cold, there's a way to get a 
head start on chores. First on 
the list of priorities should be 


_ organizing the tools and mater- 


ials needed for cleanup and 
planting. If your garage or 
shed is in disarray, now is the 
time to organize the work area 
so that a fine spring day is not 
wasted by the n to search 
for tools and supplies. 

Most work tools and supplies 
can be divided into two catego- 
ries; the larger type which 
requires sizeable space to 
store (rakes, shovels, hoses), 
and smaller odds and ends that 
tend to get easily misplaced 
(nuts and bolts, screws, nails, 
etc.). 

To organize well, a good plan 
is essential. Most retailers 
offer a number of alternatives 
to help with each of these 
needs. 

Here are some ‘‘tools”’ 
currently available to help you 
organize your own tools: 

* Broom handle hooks with 
plastic coated “‘tension hooks’’ 
allow quick retrieval and 
replacement of rakes, shovels 
and long-handled tools. 

* Deep double hooks hold 
large-handled garden tools, 
snow shovels or large mallets. 


* Garden hose, power cords, 
ropes and chains are quickly 
stored in a earry sling: 


A wall strip, just over 33 
inches long, can be used to 
bring ue order to a work 
area. The tool holders above 
and others snap easily into the 
wall strip for a class act in 
organization.

Store bulky items such as 
seed, fertilizer, wood chips and 
soil’ in containers that are 
sturdy and moisture resistant. 
Gardening ‘materials sold in 
paper or: plastic sacks, once 
opened, are vulnerable to 
tipping, moisture and invasion 
by pests. A durable plastic 
container with a tight-fitting 
lid makes an ideal container to 
prevent these mishaps. 

Avoid trips back and forth to 
the storage area by keeping a 
tool caddy or storage container - 
to hold garden gloves, hand

Quinte Forum says official bilingualism should 


If the recently-concluded 
Quinte Citizens’ Forum is typi- 
cal of the many other public 
discussions taking place in 
Canada, the overwhelmin 
response favors ending officia 
bilingualism and rescinding 
Ontario’s Bill 8. 

Also high on the list of 
priorities of ordinary Cana- 
dians who took part in the 
Quinte ‘‘round table’ discus- 
sions in Trenton were concern 
over the need to reduce the 
national deficit; what was 


described as the ‘‘divisive 
effect of two official 
languages,”’ noting that one, 


English, would unite Canada; 
and the need to accept immi- 
fa into the country on the 

asis they would be assimil- 
iated so that there would be no 
gh ecgrse Canadians. 

n average of 114 people 
attended the three meetings 
held. The intent was to focus| 
attention on the value of public’ 
meetings in  developin 
consensus-a factor consider 
to be foremost in resolving the 
important issues of the day. 

In a post-forum report by the 
organizers--Douglas Hinton, 
Lyle Webb and Morris Gates- 
it indicated that a growing 
number of people will insist the 
political process become more 
attentive to their voice and 
that politicians must make a 
greater effort to actively seek 
their constituents’ views. 

‘Indeed, if our political 
representatives were doin 
their job,’ the analysis noted, 
‘the Spicer and_ Silipo 
Commissions would not have 
been necessary. Our politi- 
cians would Hefve known what 
we wanted as Canadians.”’ 

The Quinte forum was 
described as successful in 
gaining a public voice for 
people to express a community 
view in a form free of bias or 
prio tibet by others. The 
results were sent to local 
media, local politicians at all, 
three levels of government, the 
Silipo Select Committee on 
Ontario in Confederation and 
the Spicer Commission. 
DISCUSSION TOPICS 

‘One of the discussion topics 
focused on Canada’s cultural 
and ethnic diversity. By far the 
most popular response called 
for the assimilation of immi- 
grants and other cultures 
would be accepted but their 
cultural activities should be 
self-funded, eliminating the 
need for organized multicul- 
turalism.

Local groups lead 
environmental campaign — 


Peterborough - Earth Day 
1991, and its week or related 
events, celebrates the efforts 
of individuals and groups 
around the world who are 
working to repair the damage 
we have imposed on our envi- 
ronments’ says Marisa Kacz- 
marcyzk, program  Co- 
ordinator for the Kawartha 
World Issues Centre. 

“It is time to review what we 
have accomplished in this 
pursuit and what we have yet 
to do,”’ Ms Kaczmarczyk adds. 

(The KWIC is a ‘‘global 
education resource centre” 
which provides print, audio- 
visual and human resources on 
.a variety of issues from human 
rights and women’s issues te 
international trade and the 
environment. It is funded 
Bop by the Canadian 

nternational Development 
Agency and people in the 
Peterborough community.) 

The KWIC’s aim, explains 
Ms Kaczmarczyk, is to provide 
the people of Peterborough and 
surrounding counties with 
current information and 
educational skills on these and 
other issues.

‘In particular, we strive to 
make the connections between 
local issues and global 
issues,”’ she says. 

In this region we have seen 
the creation and action of a 
variety of community-based 
environmental groups, Ms 
Kaczmarczyk said. 

“From the Victoria Environ- 
mental Network to Marmora 
Take-no-Trash to the Lakefield 
Environmental Action 
Network to the Eco-Council of 
the Aegeiclnag hi Area, local 
people are ad ressing local 
environmental concerns.’

earth’s survival, she says. But 
in looking at global issues, we 
should also ize the work 
done by small community 
groups around the world. 

For example, Ms Kaczmarc- 
zyk explains, since the 1970's a 
women’s group in India — the 
Chipko or ‘“*tree-huggers” 
movement -- has been work- 
ing to save the hill forests of 
India. ; 

“For these women and their 
families, trees form the basis 
of their survival. Trees provide 
fuelwood and food and ensure a 
useable water supply and 
fertile soil.”’ 


The hill forests also help 
revent the deadly drought/ 

ood cycle we often see in 
southeast Asia, she adds. 

Ms Kaczmarcyzk says that 
these forests have recently 
been the orl Bi for Indian and 
international logging compa- 
nies. The logging of these 
areas offer short-term profits 
for some of the Indian people. 
But the essential roles of the 
forest for the survival of many 
families greatly 
outweigh the short-term 
economic aims of the local 
logging industry. 

hen trees of the Adwani 
forest were threatened by fore- 
st contractors, members of the 
Chipko movement decided to 
step in, literally, to stop the 
destruction. 

They gathered large groups 
of women who tied sacred 
threads to the trees as a 
symbol of their pledge to 
protect the trees. The women 
remained in the forest guard- 
ing the trees until the contrac- 
tors withdrew. 

The group succeeded in 
protecting their environment 
and their work continues to 
expand throughout India, Ms 
Kaczmarczyk said.

“Safer roads mean safer 
transportation,’’ he said. 

“This funding for Hastings- 
Peterborough is part of $87.6 
million in supplementary 
funds allocated by the province 
to municipalities for such 


projects as building and 
repairing pes ee and 
culverts,” local MPP Elmer 


Buchanan said. 

_ The provincial government 
has already allocated $623.6 
million to municipalities for 
road work in 1991, Mr. Bucha- 
nan said. 

“This represents a 6.8 per 
cent increase over the basic 
allocation for 1990,”’ he added. 

“These projects will create 
100,000 person-weeks of 
employment across the provin- 
ce,’’ Mr. Philip said. ‘‘That’s a 
welcome boost to local econo- 
mies during this recession.”’
